The delayed-action missiles were ||

The German raiders apparently 
picking a hole in the misty weather 
which has shielded Britain from 
large-scale air attack for nearly a 


week, dropped bombs that blasted a | 
movie theater, a public hall, a bank, | 


a saloon and a number of resi- 
dences. 

The attack was launched short- 
ly after British and German can- 


non had duelled across the straits | 


of Dover in the battle of Britain’s 
first long range artillery battle. 

The cannon engagement was op- 
ened by the Germans. Their guns, 
mounted on the French coast be- 
tween Calais and Boulogne, started 
firing on the Dover cliffs in early 
evening. 

Their shells rocked the Dover 
coast, but were reported to have 
done no important damage. British 
guns replied, dropping shells in Ca- 
lais, according to German reports. 

British officials did not say whe- 
ther the guns were fired from fixed 
coastal emplacements or from mon- 
itors along the British channel 
shore. 

The action on the British front 
coincided with indications that the 
Greek crisis may be coming to a 
head. 

Athens had reports that British 
and Italian naval fleets were ma- 
neuvering off the strategic island | 
of Crete, apparently preparing for 
action in event of an Italian move 
against Greece. 


Roosevelt Notes 


Draft Need 


Proposed Voluntary 
Enlistment Would 
Mean Delay, Said 


WASHINGTON, (le) — President 
Roosevelt. today urged immediate 
enactment of the pending conscrip- 
tion bill. He said it was absolutely 
essential to build up an adequate 
national defense team. 

The  President’s position was 
made clear at a press conference 
when he was asked about his atti- 
tude toward proposed amendments 
which would compel the army to 
depend on voluntary enlistments 
until Jan. 1 before beginning the 
compulsory service system. 

Mr. Roosevelt said that the na- 
tion’s defenses required action with- 
in the next two weeks. He called at- 
tention to the fact that the bill 
was submitted on June 20 and it is 
now past August 20 and that both 
house and senate are still talking 
about it. 

Mr. Roosevelt said that the pro- 
posed voluntary enlistment would |
